Niagara Falls, N. I., July 9\—[Special.}— 
Chicago's * I will” is greater than Niagara 
Fall’s “ You shan’t.” F. M. Bowser shot the 
rapids and was made the plaything of the 
whirlpool today, and tonight he lives to talk 
cheerfully of his hazardous trip. Of all who 
have gone through these waters pone bes 
made a more spectacular voyage. 

The trip was made after ten days spent in 
trying to get the boat into the water. After 
it finally was placed in the water last night. 
it remained at the Canadian dock until this 
afternoon, when it was towed to the Ameri- 
can shore. 

The boat was landed below great flour- 
ing mills, about half way between the falls 
and the rapids. Bowser reached it by means 
of a ladder and boat, and in the shelter of 
trees made the final preparation for making 
the trip. 

Big Crowd Sees the Start. 

The crowd began to gather at 2 o'clock, 
and had a wait of two hours before 
Bowser and his boat appeared on the river 
in tow of another boat, 

At 4 o'clock Bowser was se 


adrift in the 


“center of the river, but ran ino an eddy un 


the Canadian side, where he was held for 
three-quatters of an hour before the row- 
boat picked him up and took him out in the 
river again. This time he set adrift 
lower down, and it was evident that he 
would go through. 

Once in the current under the lower bridges 
he was carried with lightning speed into 
the tumultuous waters of the rapids. As 
he passed the bridges he picked ‘up a feather 
duster, and, tying his handkerchief to it, 
waved it to the assembled ds. A cheer 


was the response. 


‘Tossed by the Rapids. 

As he rode into the first wave Bowser held 
fast to the ropes, his position being well 
down in the boat. but he was in full view of 
the crowd. Wave after wave of the rapids 
was successfully taken, and it soon seemed 
that the boat would go through all right. 

Midway between the whirlpool and the 
bridges the rapids dash to a high point, and 
when Bowser and his boat reached there 


it was many times a ques whether he 
was 
Down deep into the trough of the sea went 


the boat, only to reappear a moment later 
bursting | through the spray-capped crest of 
the swells and waves, The boat did not 
keep bow or stern to the waves, but met them 
sideways, giving Bowser no alternative but 
to grit his teeth as they plunged against 
him full force. | 

People who saw the trip unaided by glasses 
frequently called out that Bowser was lost 
but those with glasses just as often cried out 
that he was all right, | | 

In the Whirlpool’s 

When Bowser had passed the rapids he 
was not yet in a haven of safety, for the 
whirlpool of Nidgara is a danger point. A 
few minutes after 5 o’clock Bowser entered 
the whirlpool and circled it four times. In 
doing this he was repeatedly caught in whirls 
that stood his boat on end. He was also in 
the midst of a vast amount of logs and 
driftwood, and there was fear his boat would 
be punctured. | 

Bowser's experience in the waters of the 
whirlpool surpassed for spectacular features 
any yet seen. The air was raw and he had to 
swing his arms to keep warm. An oar he 
had nailed to the boat had been swept away. 
His propeller did not work and all he could 
do was to drift with the current. | 

Finally Bowser threw a line to a boy who 
was fishing from a rock, but up to that time 
the boy had not seen him, and was too sur- 
prised te grasp the rope. On the fourth time 
around three boys swam out and took the 
line and towed the boat to the Canadian 
shore. 

Bowser landed at 6 o'clock and a great 
shout went up. After warming himself at a 
fire he made his way up the bank and was 
driven to the American side. He left his boat 
in the whirlpool. 5 

Bowser tonight admitted that the rapids 
were far more fierce than he had anticipated. 
He stood the trip well, but it is doubtful ir 
he tries it again, or even goes to Lewiston 
his boat. 

Trans of His Experience. 

“When I was near that boy,“ sald he, “it 
was the most exciting experience I had. My 
boat was pounding hard ona rock, and each 
time it shivered as though it would break in 
two. 1 had often read of the action of logs 
in the whirlpool, but I did not realize how 
they would toss till they towered over me 
today as if they would tumble down and

LITTLE IMPROVEMENT IN INDIA. 


Lord Curzon Reports Relief from Rain 
mm Some Provinces, but Con- 
tinued High Mortality. 


LONDON, July 9.—The Secretary of State 
for India, Lord George Hamilton, has re- 
ceived the following from the Viceroy of 
India, Lord Curzon of Kedleston: 

‘The rainfall has been fairly general this 
week in Bombay, Berar, Khandeish, the 
central’provinces of the Gangetic Plain, and 
the Punjab, but has been much below the 
average for these tracts, except. in southern 
Deccan.

FEAR Loss FOR CANADA. | DRIVES BOBRS FROM LI, 


ROBERTS REPORTS CHECKING AT- 
TACK OF 3,000 MEN. 


Movement Successfully Effected by 
Hutton’s Mounted Infantry and 
Mahon’s Brigade — Hanbury-Tracy, 
Called Upon te Surrender Rusten- 
burg, Is Reinforced and Repulses 
Attack with Loss te the Enemy— 

Stern Near Bethlehem with Dewet. 


LONDON, July 9.—The following dispatch 
from Lord Roberts has been received at 
the War office: 

“ Pretoria, Sunday, July 8—As the en- 

emy for some days had been threatening 
our line of railway by trying to get round 
our right flank, I dispatched Hutton on 
July 5 with mounted infantry to felnforce 
Mahon and with orders to drive the Boers 
to the east of Broenkersprulit. 
These orders were effectually carried 
out during Friday and Saturday by Mahon, 
who was attacked by some 3,000 men with 
six guns and two Maxims, 


Wounded Under Mahon. 

Our casualties were: 

* Wounded—Two officers, including Cap- 
tain Nelles of the Canadian Mounted Rifles, 
slightly, and twenty-six men. . 

* Steyn left Bethlehem on the night of 
July 4 for Fouriesburg, between Bethlehem 
and Ficksburg, accompanied by Christian 
Dewet and other Free State commanders, 
with troops reported numbering 3,000 men. 


Hanbury-Tracy Holds Rustenburg. 

Hanbury-Tracy, cOmmanding at Rus- 
tenburg, reports that a party of Boers un- 
der Limmer called on him yesterday to sur- 
render the town and garrison. Hanbury- 
Tracy replied that he held Rustenburg for 
her Majesty’s government, and intended to 
continue to occupy it. The enemy then 
opened fire with artillery, and tried to take 
the heights commanding the town, but did 
not succeed, owing to the good arrange- 
ments made by Hanbury- 7 and his of- 
ficers. 

“ Eventually the enemy were driven off, 
with the assistance of Holdsworth and his 
Hussars, who made a rapid march of forty- 
eight miles from the neighborhood of Zee- 
rust, with the bushmen under Colonel Aire, 
on hearing Rustenburg was likely to be 
threatened. 

“The enemy suffered heavily, and five 
men were captured. 

Our casualties were two men killed and 
one officer and three men wounded.” 


Lord Roberts also telegraphs from Pre- 
toria as follows: 

The officer commanding at Heilbron re- 
ports that State Secretary Blignaut, State 
Attorney Dickson, and Members of the 
Council Vantander and Kuppervergen came 
in yesterday and surrendered. . 
Hutton was attacked yesterday in a 
position he was holding by a large number 
of Boers. He cut them off without much 
difficulty, the five-inch guns with him being 
found most useful. Our only casualty was 
Lieutenant Young of the First Canadian 
Mounted Troop—slight scalp wound. The 
enemy left several wounded on the ground 
and sent a flag of truce with a request that 
they might be received in our field hospi- 
tal. 


Killed in Attempt to Rescue.

Men—Half the Garbage Collectors 
Lose Their Places. 

Superintendent Doherty of the Street 
Cleaning department and Commissioner of 
Public Works McGann decided to stop all 
street and alley cleaning until the city’s 
financial condition warrants resumption, and 
1,000 men were laid off. Half the garbage 
collectors have been laid off and work may 
cease altogether for five months. The ac- 
tion is the result of Controller Kerfoot’s cir- 
cular. City Engineer Ericson laid off 150 


men. 
J realize what conditions will follow,” 
said Doherty. All energies are directed to 
saving as many of the garbage force. The 
Controller’s order is to cut expenses, and 
if it is carried out the all-garbage collect- 
ing must stop for five months. I see no way 
out of the difficulty except to leave the gar- 
bage where it is until the city has the money 
to cart it away. Street repairs have been 
stopped altogether. We are doing practical- 
ly no work now excepting in cleaning the 
alleys. The new order to stop cleaning 
streets and alleys goes into effect at once.” 
Measures will have to be taken at once 
if the removal of garbage Is to be continued. 
All the money due the street department 
for the half year has been expended and the 
Controller’s order is that expenses must 
be cut 40 per cent.

serious Phase Is in Promise of 
Other Unions to Support 


| COMPANY STATES ITS CASE 


St. Louis, Mo., July 9.—( Special. }—Another 
period of lawlessness, attacks on women, 
and loss of life is in prospect for St. Louis, 
The street car men’s union today declared 
an immediate renewal of the strike, with an 
incidental beycott te go into effect at 6 
a. m. tomorrow. 

The chief gravity of the situation Mes in 
the general boycott, which was promised on 
Sunday by the Central Trades and Labor 
council, representing 150 local unions. 

The Street Car Men's union, which took 
this action, embraces all the former employés 
of the Transit company and such of the mem- 
bers who have returned to work. Their 
decision was reached at a mass-meeting of 
the union held in the West End Coliseum. 

While the strike was declared immediately 
effective, it was decided that the boycott 
should not go into effect until tomorrow 
morning. Power to formulate and place the 


position of the strikers before the public 


was delegated to the new Executive board, 
which will be elected tomorrow. 

It was decided that in the future no propo- 
sition dealing with a settlement of the strike 
should be considered unless placed before 
members of the union in mass-mecting 


Mass-Meeting Says “ Strike.” 

The mass-meeting was the result of a meet- 
ing of the Executive board of the union held 
on Sunday morning to consider what the. 
men claimed to be violations on the part of 
the company of the agreement which settled 
the strike on July 2. It was called to order 
by Vice President J. J. Meyers. Dr. W. W. 
Newell, pastor of the Compton Hill Congre- 
gational Church, who was present by invita- 
tion, offered prayer. Chairman T. B. Ra- 
wards of the Grievance committee then read 
the formal statement issued to the public on 
Sunday. Mr. Edwards declared that in his 
opinion the company had not acted in good 
faith. 

They never intended to keep the agree- 
ment,.“ he said. “They attempted to de- 
ceive us. They will never deceive us again. 
They have deliberately broken the agree- 
ment every day bince it was signed. 

IJ advise you never to make an agreement 
with the Transit company while Edward 
Whittaker or Baumphoff are its officials, for - 
an agreeinent made with them ie net worth 
the paper it is written on.” 

Harry A. Bryun, national organiser, then 
took the floor. 

“I want to admit.“ he said, “that I was in 
favor of the agreement when it was made. 
I thought the Transit company officiais in- 
tended to respect it. I want to say that as 
long as George W. Baumphoff is manager 


of the Transit company you can never effect 


a settlement that you can depend on. I do 
not believe that he ever intended to keep his 
word.“ 

Dr. Newell urged that the men strike only 
as a last resort, and then to carry on the 
fight in a peaceable manner. 

Chairman Edwards said that he held 


broken faith with the men. He then offered 
to submit the proof, but none, apparently, de- 
sired to see or hear the statements. 9 

A man from the South Broadway line then 
offeerd a motion that the strike be declared 
on immediately, 

F. W. Lehmann, attorney for the Transit 
company, was admitted to address the micet- 
ing. He answered a series of questions urg- 
ing the men to submit the matter to their 
lawyer and himself. But his arguments were 
in vain. The meeting voted to strike. 

The company, however, submitted a letter 
to the meeting in response to the mers 
public appeal. In this the company first de- 
clares that it has kept the letter and . 
the agreement. 

With regard to the specific cases com- 
plained of, the company stated that of the 
twenty-two men named, one had never left 
the company’s employ, but had been fll and 
had beet given his 
to take it. 

One man had undoubtedly bean en 
wrongfully, and he, the company stated, 
would be replaced by a man eligible under 
the agreement. 

Two had been engaged before the agree- 
ment was reached, but did not report unt? 
a day or so after. With regard to these two 
the company felt that common honesty re- 
quired it to keep its agreement with them. 

The other eighteen, all of whom were for- 
mer employés of the company and were 
among those who struck on May 8, had ap- 
plied for work before the Grievance n- 
mittee gave its list to the company. 

The company presumed that their names 
would be on the list and that there be no 
objection to their employment unless it were 
that they had been guilty of lawlessness, 
which had not been shown. Therefore, the 
company felt that these eighteen were given 
employment within the spirit of the agree- 
ment. 

The company on Saturday posted a list of 
161 names submitted by the strikers’ Griev- 
ance committee. Not all of these men were

IRON AND STEEL. INDUSTRY. 

Tha American Sheet Steel company, an 
industrial combine organized a few months 
ago, whose works have an aggregate an- 
nual capacity af 600,000 tons of iron 
and ateel sheets, has just 3 with the 
Amalgamated Association of Iron, Steel, 
and Tinworkers on a wage scale for the 
coming year. This agreement is cause 
for hope that the other large iron and 
steel companies will soon settle on wage 
scales with the Amalgamated association, 
Then work can be resumed in all those 
plants which have shut down while em- 
ployers and employés are discussing terms. 
In anticipation of a satisfactory arrange- 
ment nearly a thousand men went back 
to work at Joliet yesterday. 

There is no reason why the ison end 
steel industry should not do well during 
the remainder of the year and furnish 
emplgyment at good wages to a great army 
of men. The demand for iron and steel 
products is by no means what it was 
last year. That is due to the mistake of 
manufacturers in running up prices 80 
high. They have discovered their mistake 
and have been compelled to lower prices. 
There has been danger of a demoraliza- 
tion of the market and a. consequent in- 
ability to meet the wage requirements of 
bloyés. That danger seems to have 

averted. Prices will not go back 
to oe low standard of four years ago, 
but will be decidedly lower than the ex- 
cessive | rates of six months ago. 

As iron and steel products cheapen the 
domestic demand for them revives and 
the mills begin to receive new orders. The 
foreign demand has not abated. The value 
of exports of such products for May of 
this year was $12,000,000, while for May, 
1899, it was $8,600,000. For the eleven 
months ending on May. 31 last the value 
of all iron and steel products exported 
was $110,000,000, while for the correspond- 
ing months of the previous fiscal year it was 
$84,800,000. | 


COMPLAINTS WILL BE GENERAL. 

Evanston people are indignant because the 
government census gives their city but 
19,000 population. They had felt certain 
that the new count would show at least 
25,000 people. They are now declaring that 
the census enumerators have not done their 


rows and blocks of houses have been un- 
visited. 

The result of the nnn vase of 
Evanston is the first made public. As soon 
and as rapidly as the res are completed 
for other cities there will be a general chorus 
of complaints. It is likely that the citizens 
of every ambitious city will be disappointed. 
But, as 4 rule and speaking generally, it can 
be safely said in advance that the census 
enumerators will not be found to be to 
blame. They go dbout their work in a cold- 
blooded, calculating way. They pay no at- 
tention to the hopes and ambitions of grow- 
ing municipalities. With them it isa plain 
and simple matter of figures. No doubt a 
man may be missed through carelessness or 
oversight, but that 6,000 out of a total 
claimed population of 25,000 should be over- 
looked is hardly possible. And the com- 
plaints which may soon be 
come general should be set down rather to 
— expectations sean to poor 
work. 

Before Evanston or 0 other city can 
make out a case which will stand it must 
drop broad complaints and instance specific 
cases where people have been overlooked. 
And these instances must be in sufficient 
number to show plainly more than the cas- 
ual exception which proves the accuracy of 
the census enumerator's work. 

Under the best of circumstances the cen- 
| sus enumerator has no gasy time of it. His 
work is hard and is often made unpleasant 
by the ple who later are quick to com- 
| plain of his carelessness. It is often his | 
task to puncture the balloon of municipal

| DELPHIA PuBLIo BATH. 
The character of the management of 
a publi¢ department or à private insti- 
tution is practically guaranteed by a well 
prepared and illuminating report upon its 
work. It is. characteristic of Tammany 
rule in New York—as against the reform 
administration of Mayor Strong—that it 
is exceedingly difficult to get literature, and 
especially literature of any value, concern- 
ing the operations of the city government. 
The recently issued second annual re- 
port of the Public Baths association of 
Philadelphia, a private enterprise, would, 
if other evidence were wanting, guaran- 
tee the good management of the one bath- 
house— only public bath in the city 
—of that association, The experience of 
the year is analyzed and discussed in a 
manner indicating that it has been di- 
rected with spirit and intelligent interest. 
This plant was completed about two years 
ago at a cost of $30,000, which was raised 
by private subscriptions, and it is located 
in one of the poorest districts of the city. 
In addition to shower baths it contains 


with proper appliances, where women come 
to do their family washing. A charge of 
5 cents is made for each bather, except 
children, who ate free, and a small fee 
is requi fer the use of the washroom, 
During 1899 there were 34,680 baths 
taken, or an average of 95 per day, 
as against an average of 85 per day 
for the eight months during which the 
bath was open in the previous year. One- 
eighth of the bathers were women and 
about one-thirteenth were children. 
During the same time there were 1,487 
washers, or an average of 4.07 per day, 
as agai an average of 1 per day dur- | 
lf the previous eight months. In other 
‘words, the increase in the number of 
washers) was much more mar«ed than in 
the number of bathers. This fact is es- 
specially interesting as having taken place 
in connection with what is probably the only 
public washhouse with modern appliances, 
or, indeed, any appliances, in this country. 
For a few weeks active advertising was 
éarried on through placards and a painted 
wagon to apprise people of the opportuni- 
ties afforded for bathing and washing. 
Baltimore now has a public bath also,

1 PORTO RICAN FIGURES, 
The second bulletin issued by the War 
department on the recent Porto Rican cen- 
sus calls attention to some unusual facts 
disclosed thereby. 

It appears, for example, that 31 per cent 
of the total population are under 10 years 
of age and only 11.8 per cent over 46 years 
of age, while the corresponding figures for 
this country in 1890 were 24 per cent and 
17.2 per cent respectively, those for India 
are 20 per cent and 15 per cent, and those 
for Cuba 22.7 per cent and 14.2 per 
cent. In,none of the States of the 
union is there such a large propor- 
tion of children, save among the colored 
population of Texas and South ‘Carolina, 
and in none except some of the younger 
States of the West, where abnormal con- 
ditions temporarily prevail, is there such a 
small percentage of persons beyond 45 years 
of age. 

Whether these abnormal proportions of 
children and elderly people are to be taken 
as indicating merely a “ short average dura- 
tion of life,” due to “inferior vitality and 
unhealthy and tnsanitary conditions,” or 
as indicating also that a high birth rate is 
provoked by reduced economic conditions, is 
a question not resolved by the facts given, 
though these contain a suggestion in the di- 
rection of the latter idea. | 
An important racial fact is also brought 
out—namely: that the colored population, 
Including both negroes and those of mixed 
blood, has decreased from 48.5 per cent of 
the total. population in 1860 and 40.5 per 
cent in 1887 to 38.2 per cent last October. 
Out of the total of 958,243 persons now in 
the island there are 59,390 negroes, 304,352 
persons of mixed blood, and 75 Chinese, 
making a total colored population of 363,817. 
It is commonly understood that marriage 
fs a much weakened institution in Porto 
Rico, owing particularly to the excessive 
fees required by the church for various cer- 
tificates and cenemonies connected with 
legal marriage. Single persons comprise 
69.7 per cent of the population. In this 


country the corresponding percentage in 


1890 was 59.3 per cent, and in Spain, in 1887, 
54.6 per cent. Furthermore, of all those 
cohabiting together in Porto Rico, some- 
thing over one-third do so by mutual con- 
gent and without the sanction of legal mar- 
riage, this fraction betng largest in those 
sections where the colored population 16 
relatively most numerous. It is also a mat- 
ter of observation that there is a noticeable 
lack of permanency in these latter relations. 

To many minds the most striking and de- 
plorable fact brought out by this census fs 
the showing respecting school attendance. 
Out of 322,393 children in the island be- 
tween 5 and 17 years of age only 26,212, or 


8.1 per cent of the population of school age, 


were reported as attending schoo! last year. 
Furthérmore, the fact that this percentage 
in the three principal cities—San Juan, 
Popce, and Mayaguez—was 22.4 per cent, 
24 per cent, and 27.7 per cent respectively, 
or about three times the average for the 


| island, points to the admitted fact that the 


interior districts are practically destitute of 
a school system. The illiteracy o* the coun- 
try, however, has decreased since 1860 from 
91.2 per cent to 84.2 per cent. 

This census will afford the new govern- 
ment invaluable information in projecting 
its work, not only in education- wt in all 
other lines. 


LORD SALISBURY’S ADVICE. 

There is unquestionably much truth in 
Lord Salisbury’s article in the New York 
Journal on “ How Missionary Martyrs Im- 
peril All Nations.“ When the missionary 
of the middle ages went among heathen 
tribes, there to preach the gospel and meet 
a martyr’s death, the country whence he 
went sent no armies to avenge him. The 
Jesuit missionaries who first went to China 
knew that, no matter what-cruelties might 
be inflicted on them, Europe would do noth- 
ing to protect them. Today, however, the 
missionary does not go forth as a “ son of 
the church,” which can aid him only with 
| prayers, but as a citizen of some nation 
whose government is in honor bound to pro- 
tect him to the extent of its power and to 
punish those who have done evil to him. 

Consequently Lord Salisbury Is quite right 
when he says that the modern evangelist 
who so conducts himself that his zeal leads 
to martyrdom, incurs the danger of exposing 
the lives of the native converts he may have 
made and may cause the shedding of the 
blood of merchants or travelers of his own 
nationality, and of the soldiers and sailors 
who may meet with death while avenging 
their murdered countrymen and seeking to 
prevent the repetition of such outrages. 

These remarks about the dangers of an 
excess of zeal are made, of course, with spe- 
cial reference to China, while acknowledg- 


ing that no men can be more devoted and | 


more free from secondary motives than the 
missionaries of different nationalities and 
ereeds who are laboring in that country, yet 
Lord Salisbury intimates plainly that it is 
to their presence and their labors that the 
existing dreadful condition of affairs in 
China is partly due. He says it is not be- 
cause the missionaries are preaching the 
Christian religion among a people so indif- 
ferent on the subject of religion as the Chi- 
nese that Chinese converts are slaughtered, 
but it is because the Chinese have got the 
idea that missionary work is a mere instru- 
ment of the secular government in order 
to achieve the objects it hasin view.” This 
is admittedly a mistaken idea, but it prevails 
extensively in China and has to be reckondd 
with In doing missionary work in that 
country. 

But no matter how carefully missionaries 
may avoid excess of zeal, they cannot carry 
on their work as they are conducting it 
now without running counter to that mis- 
taken idea of the ignorant Chinese. The 
evangelists of the middle ages were pre- 
eminently teachers of religion. To make 
converts by preaching the gospel was their 
mission. If that were all modern mission- 
aries were doing it is quite possible there 
would be no hostility to them in China. But 
they seek to educate men and women as a 
preliminary to the spread of Christianity. 
They preach science and knowledge as well 
as the gospel. In doing that they run coun- 
ter to venerable prejudices. They arouse 
the bitter hostility of influential classes. 
They are not an “ instrument of the secular 


“government,” but they are the instrument 


of civilization, and the advent of civilization 
as understood by white men is what many

right of missionaries to live at certain places 
in China is a treaty right. [ti safe to as.

siderate missionaries causes trouble there. 
Nor is it likely that there will be a lack of 
men and women who, actuated by high re- 
ligious and humanitarian impulses, will go 
to semi-civilized lands to preach the gospel 
and civilization. If missionaries are not for- 
bidden to go they will go, and the people 
among whom they may go must be taught, 
no matter how many soldiers it may take to 
do it, that those missionaries must not be 
tortured or killed. That should be done so 
effectually now in China that it will net be 


necessary to repeat the lesson, ,

DEMOCRATIC BOER SYMPATHY. 
Democratic sympathy for the Boers is 


conspi¢uously illustrated by the outcome | 
of the recent Boer sympathy meeting held 


in Washington under the auspices of Con- 
gressman. William Sulser, a member of 
Tammany, also would-be Vice Presidential 
nominee on the Democratic ticket, and 
chairman of the committee that enter- 
tained the Boer delegation. Mr. Sulzer 
presided over the meeting, the object of 
which was to raise funds for the help of 
the widows and orphans of the south Afri-

the United States government has of punish- 
ing and bringing to justice those of its ser- 
vants, such ag Consuls, diplomatic repre- 
et, who have committed some 
crime against the United States, as, for 
instance, the embezzlement of funds confid- 
ed to their charge, or other offenses, while 
abroad—that is to say, beyond the boun- 
daries of the United States. Judging from 
the difficulty which has arisen in connec- 
tion with the punishment of the dishonest 
United States postal officials in Cuba no 
provision has been made for anything of

I am tempted to ask this question owing 
to the unusual steps which were taken the 
other day in London to bring to justice a 
British Vice Consyl who, while stationed 
at Bremen, had embezzled about $5,000 of 
government money. According to an act 
of Parliament passed more than 100 years 
ago all persons in the service of the British 
crown outside the United Kingdom are tried 
by the grand jury of the County of Middle- 
sex in a court presided over by the Lord 
Chief Justice of the realm. It was before a 
eourt of this kind that the delinquent Vice 
Consul, a man of the name of Hodgkinson, 
was brought, the jury being swornby means 
ot an elaborate and antiquated oath which 
pledged them to faithfully discharge their 
duties at that grand inquest. The Lord 
Chief Justice arrayed himself for the occa- 
sion in his s¢arlet and ermine robes and 
long-flowing wig in lieu of his customary, 
black silk g 1 — and bob wig. It speaks 
well for thie civil service of Great Britain 
that this particular court should have been 
‘convened not more than half a dozen timies 
during more thun 100 years, the last occasion 
having been when Governor Eyre was tried 
in connection with the extraordinary sever- 
ity which had characterized his suppression 
of an insurrettion on the part of the blacks 
in Jamaica while Governor, I may add 
that he was acquitted, although there 
were many people in England, especially 
among the extreme abolitionists, who clam-

MAY RESUME EXCURSIONS. 


New rules for navigation of the Chicago 
River have been prepared by City Engineer 
Ericson and submitted to Engineer John- 
son ot the Drainage board. It is expected to 


submit them to the Council next Monday. 


he rules are 200 in number. They limit 
the speed of boats in the river to four miles 
an hour, forbid the placing of any boat so 
as to obstruct the current of the river, pro- 
vide a new system of signaling bridges, and 
cover many other points. 

At the meeting of the Engineering com- 
mittee of the Drainage board yesterday 
Engineer Ericson, as chairman of the com- 
mission to draft rules for navigation, sub- 
mitted a report. Some of the provisions are 
as follows: 

Bridges to be closed week days on the 
main river and South Branch as far as 


Twelfth street between 6 and 8 a. m. and 


5 and 7 p. m. No bridge to be kept open 
more than ten minutes at a time between 
6 a. m. and midnight. 

No vessel to be permitted to lie alongside 


another between Rush street and Halsted 


street or the South Branch and North ave- 
nue on the North Branch. 
Minimum speed of vessels passi 
bridge draws to be two miles an hour. 
Vessels moving with the current to have 
right of way. 
Vessels not propelled by steam to be towed.

The roads in the Central Passenger associ- 
ation have agreed to make a rate of one cent 
a mile for the annual encampment of the 
Grand Army. of the Republic in Chicago 
Aug. 27 to 31. Notice was given yesterday 
by the association that the roads forming 
it have decided to make this rate, and 
tickets will be sold on this basis from Aug.
